The report has been print­ 
ed and released by the com 
mittee in advance of ilt own 
consideration of the informa­ 
tion and recommendations in 
It because of the vart amount 
of material collected, and the 
wide rang* of personal, busi­ 
ness, and social interested af­ 
fected In order to compile 
the basic data, it was neces- 
lary to send a 10 point ques­ 
tionnaire to every state a gen 
O1 . Only a few «uted that 
they coileot no fee* M all.

APXRT FROM the po**ibil 
Ity of raising additional reve­ 
nue* for staU government 
purpose*. th« primary aim§ 
of the report were, two: first. 
how to improvt the ttructure
•nd administration of our 
state iy«em of fee* and li­ 
cense*, and second, to deter­ 
mine the probable impact of! 
this system on the well-being' 
ind growth of the state's 
economy.

Four broad elajwi of state 
functions supported by fees
•nd licenses are identified, 
general government, provi­ 
sion of social wants, regula­ 
tion of particular types of 
business, and provision of 
services which compete vfTti | 
private enterprise. Each class j 
has a number of subdivisions, i 
ranging from vehicle fees to 
fees for harvesting help. 
State agencies license and 
regulate about a million per­ 
sons engaged in more than , 
SO occupations, scores of : 
types of businesses, and even! 
in many governmental activ­ 
ities such ax teaching | 

The study reveals that 
there i* an infinite variety of 
different methods for asses*- 
ing business and occupation-, 
al fees and licenses. The y 
Ttrv from straight fees for a 
time period — year, biemu*. 
um — to those based on vol­ 
ume of business, or even in­ 
come. In a very few instances. I 
they are based on cost of 
the function performed, such 
as testing seed. A single 
agency may u*e a doaen or ! 
more method* of measuring 1 
the fee. !

was highlighted by the re­ 
port. Almost no agencies, ex­ 
cept the Public Health De­ 
partment and the Fire Mar­ 
shal, know much about the' 
direct cost of collecting their 
fees and licenses. Frequently, 
such cost is lumped m the! 
budget with other activities. 1 
so that it is impossible to find 
out. if collection is self-sup­ 
porting. In the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, for in-, 
stance. $93 million in reve- '
